In response to Dick Irvine's call today, I told him that our letter 
authorizing the release of four classified Agency documents had been put 
in the mail addressed to him. I told him the release of those documents 
to IBM required that the recipients possess the requisite security 
clearances and also that the documents themselves be handled in accordance 
with the Court's Protective Order. 

Irvine stated that they had received from Commerce a package of 
Agency documents that was to be forwarded for Agency clearances . He 
said that Herb Peters would be calling me with regard to that matter. 

I told Irvine that preliminarily to sending those documents over that 
he examine them personally to determine that all are, in fact, Agency 
documents . 

Herb Peters called and referred to Irvine's prior conversation with 
me and stated that the Agency documents they had received from Commerce 
totaled 40 in number. In response to his request for delivery in- 
structions, I gave him the Ames office address and told him to call me 
from the receptionist office and I would have the package picked up from 
him.

As I understand it, that review was the 
result of a unilateral showing conducted by Mr. Karl Bakke, 
Commerce’s General Counsel. 


S. If a review of these documents shows that their 
release for purposes of this suit would not jeopardize sources 
and methods, I suggest we accede to Justice’s request. As 
a condition of our approval, we would require that they be 
released only to personnel possessing the requisite security 
clearances and further that they be otherwise handled in 
accordance with the Protective Order issued by the Court in 
the referent case.
